McKINLEYVILLE — The county wants 
urban development to include roads with 
curb, gutter and sidewalk installations but 
with two recently-approved McKinleyville 
subdivisions, those requirements were 
deemed impractical.

McKINLEYVILLE - 
Humboldt County’s need 
for road work has reached 
critical mass and the Board 
of Supervisors is consider- 
ing launching a new vot- 
er-approved tax to fund 
repairs. 

At their July 19 meeting, 
supervisors focused on the 
condition of roads in the 
county’s unincorporated 
areas and funding options 
for improvements. 

A ballot measure in the 
November 2024 election 
emerged as the mechanism 
of choice to generate rev- 
enue and chip away at an 
ever-growing $225 million 
road maintenance backlog. 

Supervisor Steve Ma- 
drone agendized the dis- 
cussion. “I doubt there’s 
any disagreement that we 
all see the need for dedi- 
cated funding for roads — 


our roads are just falling 
apart,” he said. 

He added that if voters 
don’t support paying a new 
tax, theyll pay anyway as 
county roads deteriorate. 

“We're already paying 
a lot more through car re- 


pairs, broken shocks, worn 
out tires, delays for emer- 
gency vehicles and the dan- 
ger of dodging potholes on 
the roads,” he said.

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Grand Jury responses describe cannabis permit fixes

HUMBOLDT - A Grand 
Jury report on county can- 
nabis permitting noted 
software problems and a 
Planning Department re- 
sponse says the glitches 
are in the process of being 
fixed. 

The report, titled Per- 
mitted Eventually, probed 
the county’s cannabis 
permitting processes and 
found several problems 
with its software-based 
management system. 

The Board of Supervi- 
sors approved the county’s 
responses to the report 
during a July 19 meeting. 
There’s agreement with 
some of the Grand Jury’s 
findings and recommenda- 
tions. 

It was seen as a posi- 


tive step when the county 
launched OnTrack, a per- 
mit application and man- 
agement software program 
in 2009. 

An upgrade to a new sys- 
tem, Accela, was done in 
the fall of 2018. 

The system logs permit 
information, which can be 
submitted by applicants 
under the guidance of plan- 
ning staff. But as noted in 
the report, Accela can’t ac- 
cept credit card payments. 

In its written response, 
the Planning Department 
response acknowledges the 
problem. 

“When the Planning and 
Building Department ini- 
tially tested the payment 
module for Accela it worked 
fine for all credit cards,” the 
department says. “Unfortu- 
nately, when it went live, it

did not work consistently 
and had to be turned off.” 

The issue’s been re- 
solved, according to the 
response, and “the depart- 
ment will be able to accept 
credit card payment and to 
complete the build-out of 
the Accela system to allow 
applications to be submit- 
ted online.” 

That’s expected to be 
done during the current fis- 
cal year. 

The county’s Depart- 
ment of Public Works 
(DPW) also has written 
responses to the report, 
agreeing with a recommen- 
dation to “build out” the 
Accela system to process 
referrals to the department 
for sign-offs on encroach- 
ments, map reviews, fees 
and other permit-related 
matters. 

But the communications 
upgrade will “take some 
time,” according to the de- 
partment’s response. The 
“magnitude of cost” relat- 
ed to coordinating the up- 
grade with the Planning 
Department will be calcu- 
lated and presented to the 
Board of Supervisors in a 
future budget request. 

Another DPW-related 
matter is the process for 
evaluating the condition of 
roads that serve cannabis 
farming operations. The 
current way of doing it is 
to have permit applicants 
describe and document 
their road access in what’s 
known as ‘“self-certifica- 
tion.” 

That process has long 
been targeted as inade- 
quate and the Grand Jury 
recommends that the road

evaluations “should be 
done by public works em- 
ployees.” 


While the DPW agrees 
that the self-certifications 
“did not always result in an 
accurate certification,” it 
has “worked in many cas- 
es” and there isn’t enough 
DPW staff to “verify all 
roads.” 

If road issues come up 
during permit hearings, the 
county’s Planning Commis- 
sion has the option of “con- 
tinuing the public hearing 
and requesting that the ap- 
plicant provide an analysis 
of the road by a civil engi- 
neer,” the DPW says in its 
response. 

Released last May, the 
Grand Jury report includes 
a breakdown of the coun- 
ty’s cannabis permitting 
activity. 

As of January 2022, 
there were 900 pending 
cannabis permit applica- 
tions, many of them ask- 
ing for changes to existing 
permits or those still under 
review. 

Since September 2016, 
the county has finished 
work on 1,117 applications, 
with 21 denials. A majority 
— 693 applications — have 
been withdrawn or can- 
celed. 

Grand Jury report cor- 
rectly calls out deficiencies 
but fixes are already afoot 
in some cases. 

“Some of the recom- 
mendations we're already 
working towards so we're 
not implementing what 
they had identified because 
were already moving in 
that path,” said Planning 
Director John Ford during 
the supervisors meeting. 
“It’s a little bit nuanced 
there but we are working 
hard to try to achieve many 
of the things that the Grand 
Jury brought up.”

Monkeypox isn't here yet, and so 
far the vaccine supply is limited 


County oF HuMBOLDT 

HUMBOLDT - There are currently 
more than 350 monkeypox cases in 
California, but as of July 22, there are no 
confirmed cases in Humboldt County. 

With recent outbreaks in the U.S., the 
federal government has allotted specific 
amounts of the difficult-to-obtain vaccines 
to states throughout the country. Counties 
in California such as San Francisco and 
Santa Clara have seen large enough 
allocations to hold mass vaccination 
clinics. Humboldt County’s current 
allocation stands at 20 vaccines. In 
addition, a small number of vaccines were 
sent to Humboldt County Public Health 
for laboratory staff who will be testing 
monkeypox samples in the lab. 

Sofia Pereira, Department of Health & 
Human Services public health director, 
said, “With no confirmed cases currently 
in Humboldt County, our small allocation 
of vaccines will be used in case of a local 
outbreak.” 

According to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC), vaccinating 
people who have had direct contact 
with someone with a confirmed case of 
monkeypox within four days of exposure 
can help prevent onset and further spread 
of the disease. 

She said the local health jurisdictions 
across the state and the California 
Department of Public Health are currently 
petitioning the CDC for more vaccine. 

Monkeypox is a rare zoonotic infection 


caused by the monkeypox virus, which is 
in the same family as smallpox, but less 
severe than smallpox. 

Monkeypox is endemic to many Central 
and West African countries, however, there 
have been recent cases of monkeypox 
reported in  non-endemic countries 
including the U.S., Canada and the U.K., as 
well as other parts of Europe and Australia. 

The monkeypox virus is spread to 
humans from infected humans, animals 
and materials contaminated with the 
virus. Although the risk to the general U.S. 
population is low, the following tips can 
help keep you safe: 

¢ Practice good hand hygiene 

¢ Always talk to your intimate partner/s 
about any recent illness, and be aware of 
new or unexplained sores or rashes on your 
body or your partner’s body, including on 
the mouth, genitals and anus 

¢ Avoid intimate contact, including sex, 
with people with symptoms like sores or 
rashes 

¢ Avoid contact with infected animals 
and materials contaminated with the virus 

¢ Infected people should isolate until 
their symptoms, including rash, have gone 
away completely 

¢ Use appropriate personal protective 
equipment (PPE) like a mask, gown 
and gloves when caring for people with 
symptoms.

ti-Semitic Messages and all Forms of Hate Speech.” 

Matthews said the statement was initially composed 
in response to the anti-Semitic flyers, but that it serves 
as a blanket response to all forms of hate. “I also want to 
include our BIPOC community, our LGBTQ community 
— Iam united with you against all forms of hate.” 

She cited the recent appropriation of the yellow Jew- 
ish Badge by those opposed to COVID vaccination, who 
have taken to adorning themselves with by way of casting 


themselves as victims. 


Speaking haltingly to control her emotions, Matthews 
said her synagogue has had to ask for police protection 
and cease group services out of safety concerns. She said 
it was “very distressing that people can’t worship freely 


because they're scared.” 


Citizen Dana Quillman, an anti-vaccinationist and oc- 
casional City Council candidate, spoke during public com- 
ment on the statement. She described herself as “A defend- 
er of freedom of speech” and said regulating hate speech 
is problematic — though no regulation has been proposed. 

Quillman mentioned a rally held last fall at St Jo- 
seph Hospital by “health freedom advocates” — which 
included her husband, former Councilmember Paul 
Pitino — and doubled down on the comparisons of her 
unvaccinated cohorts to Jews forced to wear the Jewish 
Badge during the Nazi era and World War II. “The in-

one else is in the dark.” 

Quillman has written in 
the Union that the “power 


brokers of the world” are engineering “The Great Reset” 
to abrogate human rights and subdue the populace via use 
of 5G cell phone technology and COVID-19 vaccination. 

“We in the health freedom movement do not understand 
how everyone else cannot see what is happening,” Quill- 
man said. “Being offended by other people’s words is a real 
problem,” she said. “We all need to have a thick skin.” 

She passed out a copy of a Sept. 22, 2022 Union news 
story on Matthews’ initial objections to the Pitino’s ac- 
tions at the protest rally. “I consider this slander,” she 
said. “I consider this hate speech.” But she went on to de- 
fend the reporting it as an example of freedom of speech. 

“If you're going to have a statement about this, could 
you please include the unvaccinated? Because we have 
been more discriminated and persecuted in the last year 
and a half than any other group. And if you don’t do that, 
your statement is hypocritical.” 

The councilmembers present went on to unanimously 
approve the statement. Read it at madriverunion.com. 

The council also approved a land acknowledgment 
“that recognizes and respects Native American peoples 
as traditional stewards of the land, and the enduring re- 
lationship between Native American peoples and their 


traditional lands.” 


The statement, approved by the Wiyot Tribal Council, 
acknowledges that Arcata is located on unceded ances- 
tral Wiyot land, and is intended to “aid in dismantling 
the legacy narratives of settler colonialism.” Read the ac- 
knowledgment at madriverunion.com. 

The council also approved a $101,577.50 contract to 
Golden Harvest, Inc. for installation of a new Ultraviolet 
(UV) Disinfection Equipment System at the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant (WWTP) as part of the Phase I upgrades. 
Assistant City Manager Danielle Allred called it “one of 
the first major milestones” in upgrading the plant.

requests as reasonable. “It 
seems like in this case we 
have to make a trade-off, 
with having the ability to 
do the project,” he said. 

Commissioners unani- 
mously approved the sub- 
division and the exemption 
requests, with Mitchell 
specifying a finding that 
the exemptions are unique 
“to the particulars of this 
site.” 

Next up was a permit 
hearing for subdividing a 
1.49-acre parcel on Boiler 
Avenue about a half-mile 
from the intersection of 
Murray Road. 

The parcel already has 
a single family home on 
it and the subdivision will 
facilitate development of 
second residences. 

The applicant, Roshawn 
Beere, had at first asked 
for exemptions to install- 
ing frontage sidewalks and 
paving a portion of Bolier 
Avenue, going south from 
Murray Road. 

But in a compromise 
proposal, Beere offered 
to pave 200 feet of Bolier 
Ave. to a width of 20 feet. 
A. staff counter-proposal 
asked for 400 feet of pav- 
ing to a width of 10 feet. 


Jesse Buffington, the 
agent for Beere, said the 
general area of the subdi- 
vision has development 
potential for about 30 
more lots and he acknowl- 
edged that “to get started, 
someone needs to be the 
first one to pave.” 

He said paving 400 feet 
of Bolier Avenue “makes 
good sense” but installing 
sidewalks would be “out of 
character with the neigh- 
borhood” and would also 
make the project financial- 
ly unsound. 

Commissioners ques- 
tioned the need for pav- 
ing, with Bongio saying 
by agreeing to it, Beere is 
“giving too much.” 

Commissioner Peggy 
O’Neill, a McKinleyville res- 
ident, said it makes more 
sense to pave Boiler at a 20- 
foot width in case of future 
development but given the 
small scale of the subdivi- 
sion, “I would err on the 
side of saying they shouldn’t 
have to do anything.” 

Commissioners unan- 
imously voted to approve 
the subdivision, includ- 
ing paving the 200-foot 
stretch of Boiler Avenue 
at a 20-foot width, with no 
sidewalks.

Roads | ‘Asphalt burden’ requires costly maintenance

percent of tax revenue for 
roads, five percent for trails 
and five percent for county 
parks. 

The county has previous- 
ly tried — and failed — to gain 
voter support for a road tax 
ballot measure. That was 
years ago and now things 
are worse, as each passing 
year adds an estimated $10 
million to the county’s road 
work backlog. 

In past presentations, 
Public Works Director Tom 
Mattson told supervisors 
the county’s road network 
was approaching cliffs 
edge. This time he told 
supervisors county roads 
have gone over the edge. 

“We're at the point where 
we have a huge number of 
roads that require total re- 
construction, which is the 
most expensive way to try 
to maintain your road sys- 
tem,” Mattson said. “We’re 
over the cliffs edge on the 


cost to repair our roads be- 
cause they’ve deteriorated 
so far.” 

Federal funding focuses 
on population centers and 
state funding like that from 
the SB 1 legislative pack- 
age offers limited support. 
Mattson said SB 1 ensures 
a statewide total of $5 bil- 
lion in annual funding and 
Humboldt gets about $5 
million of it. 

The Measure Z public 
safety tax has included road 
improvement funding but 
Mattson said it doesn’t sup- 
port the “long-term plan- 
ning” needed for compre- 
hensive improvements and 
steady maintenance. 

While supervisors 
agreed that road mainte- 
nance is important, Su- 
pervisor Mike Wilson sug- 
gested there’s more to road 
improvement than repav- 
ing. 

He emphasized the im- 
portance of road design and 


making travel safe for peo- 
ple who aren’t in vehicles. 

“We've been learning 
more and more that while 
we feel like we’re improving 
roads, people drive faster 
and it doesn’t actually make 
them safer,” Wilson said. 
“Accident rates don’t go 
down, necessarily — it de- 
pends on road design and 
not just how smooth the 
road is.” 

He added that decom- 
missioning some roads and 
“lessening our asphalt bur- 
den” should also be consid- 
ered. 

There was some push- 
back from Supervisor Rex 
Bohn, who asked Wilson, 
“Can you share some of that 
data that good roads cause 
accidents, ’cause I can’t find 
anything.” 

The two supervisors ex- 
pressed frustration with 
each other but Wilson’s 
comments got back-up 
during a public comment 
period, from Colin Fiske of 


the Coalition for Responsi- 
ble Transportation Priori- 
ties (CRTP) group. 

He said his group could 
support a ballot measure 
that includes funding for 
public transit and_ safe- 
ty-oriented design. 

Also during public com- 
ment, Kent Sawatzky of 
the Humboldt Taxpayers 
League supported doing a 
ballot measure for roads 
and advised putting one up 
for a vote as soon as possi- 
ble. 

Supervisors directed 
county staff to return with 
an analysis of ballot mea- 
sure potential and other 
options for road improve- 
ment funding. 

Also on the table will be 
hiring a grant writing spe- 
cialist, forming a_super- 
visors committee on road 
funding and using more 
Measure Z public safety tax 
revenue for short term re- 
pair projects. 


Cal Poly | Visuals of new housing coming next month 


The new, still vague information 
was revealed a scoping meeting on its 
Craftsman Mall Student Housing Proj- 
ect last Wednesday, July 20. Hosted 
by Michael Fisher, associate vice pres- 
ident for Facilities Management, the 
online meeting was required as part of 
the project’s CEQA (California Envi- 
ronmental Quality Act) process. 

Fisher offered a project summary 
for the student housing project at the 
Craftsman Mall site. It is now set for 
1,050 beds in apartment-style units 
for undergraduate and grad students. 

Accessory and support facilities 
will include a café and retail space, 
gymnasium, lounge and study spaces. 
Exterior features will include green 
spaces, stormwater retention and de- 
tention, parking and safety lighting. 
Connectivity with the Annie & Mart 
Trail is in the works. 

Environmental consultant Chris 
Mundhenk of Ascent Environmental 
outlined the CEQA process, which 
includes an evaluation, impact re- 
duction measures, plus public in- 
volvement and disclosure. With sub- 
stantial impacts — a substantial and 
adverse change to the environment 
— an EIR is required, and following 
scoping, that document will be draft- 
ed and posted for public review and 
review by the CSU Board of Trustees. 

The EIR will cover numerous as- 
pects of the project, from energy use 
to noise, air quality, transportation, 
services, utilities and other impacts. 
The university is coordinating with 
the City of Arcata on infrastructure. 

Those wishing to offer comments 
may do so through today, July 27, by 
emailing Dierdre.Clem@humboldt. 
edu with “Student Housing Project 
NOP Scoping Comment” in the sub- 
ject line and the physical address of 
the commenter in the email. 

Fisher said the project is in its for- 


mative stages and is “still malleable,” 
and that specifics and visualizations 
of the project aren’t yet available. He 
said the visuals and more details will 
be posted online “very soon” and will 
provide “a lot more to chew on.” 

Fisher said the project’s density is 
being focused on the north and east 
sides of the Craftsman mall site, as far 
as possible from the homes on Maple 
Lane, Stromberg Avenue and West- 
wood Village, and Eye Street. Pedes- 
trian circulation and linkage are be- 
ing studied for safety and access. 

The project’s larger role as part of 
the overall Northern Humboldt hous- 
ing picture will be further discussed 
as planning proceeds. 

Fisher said CPH will collaborate 
with Arcata and Humboldt County on 
the “greater vision” with more “side 
by side” public fora with local govern- 
ments, taking place on and off cam- 
pus. 

Primary vehicular access to the 
project will be via St. Louis Road. Col- 
in Fiske of the Coalition for Responsi- 
ble Transportation Priorities (CRTP), 
a Sunset-area resident, said his group 
supports the project “in concept” due 
to its walkable location. He urged the 
university to maximize housing and 
de-emphasize parking, as that is a 
“driver of demand rather than a re- 
sponse to it.” 

Maple Lane resident Lisa 
Kinneman said the single vehicular 
egress/ingress route “scares me” in 
terms of emergency access. She also 
asked about a southern walkway path 
next to her home that had been part 
of the defunct The Village project. 

Fisher said there no westward con- 
nectivity is planned, and that planning 
is attempting to “segregate” the proj- 
ect from those areas. Emergency ac- 
cess will be via Eye Street and St. Louis 
Road, but studies are still proceeding. 


Referring to the old Village build- 
ing designs, Daniel Duncan of Union 
Street asked about how the new proj- 
ect will accommodate the increased 
student population. “We have gone a 
different direction to be more dynam- 
ic and work with the site and the com- 
munity to focus our density towards 
the northwest, to the St. Louis Road 
area away from the communities,” 
Fisher said. 

With conceptual visualizations to 
be unveiled in August, Fisher revealed 
that the old four-building Village de- 
sign has been abandoned in favor of 
“more consolidated — not a high rise 
by any means... but a building that 
is spread out and interconnected in 
different ways. A better design than 
what was there before, I’ll say that.” 

He said comments will be welcome 
once the draft designs are revealed 
next month. 

Fisher sad the housing situation 
in Arcata and surrounding areas is 
“pretty dire” which drove the increase 
in the project’s population. “What we 
knew we have to do with this project 
site is to maximize it to the best of our 
abilities” within constraints of site ca- 
pacity and budget. 

“Jumping from 850 to 1,050 was a 
function of what the site could handle 
and how much budget we actually had 
to put to put towards it,” Fisher said, 
and that delivering safe housing quick- 
ly within those limits is the priority. 

The meeting featured some no- 
menclature quirks. Even Fisher re- 
ferred to Cal Poly as “HSU” at one 
point — a term still widely used as the 
populace slowly internalizes the new 
CPH paradigm. 

Fisher also referred to the site as 
the “Craftsman’s Mall,” rather than 
the “Craftsman Mall,” as it had been 
newly designated in the university’s 
recent public announcements.

Fight fear and hate by volunteering 
and showing solidarity at the garden 


CENTRO DEL PUEBLO

ARCATA, CALIF. (July 21, 
2022) — The Jardin Santuario 
(Sanctuary Garden) at the corner 
of 11th and F Streets in Arcata is 
the latest target in a wave of in- 
creasing hate speech and hate 
crimes in our community. Some- 
time during the night of Wednes- 
day, July 20, vandals defaced 
the Jardin’s welcome sign, spray 
painting it black with the words 
“AMERICA USA” in red. 

The defacement of the Jar- 
din’s welcome sign is not only a 
crime, it also sends a threaten- 
ing message to valued members 
of our community. Centro del 
Pueblo, Cooperation Humboldt 
and the Eureka NAACP stand 
united in staunch defense of our 


Indigenous immigrant neigh- 
bors and demand that the per- 
petrator of this crime be brought 
to light to face the consequences 
of their actions. 

We urge anyone with knowl- 
edge of this crime to contact the 
Arcata Police Department, which 
is investigating this vandalism as 
a hate crime. 

A vigil to support immi- 
grants — and oppose hate in all 
its forms — took place Thursday 
night through Friday. Communi- 
ty members were invited to visit 
the garden and bring flowers and 
notes of support and to share in 
the peace that the garden pro- 
vides. The defaced sign was be 
left up during this time so that all 
could witness this act firsthand. 

Latinx community members 
shared their emotions upon see- 


ing the defaced sign. “We are in 
hope of your support, join us to 
end the racist violence that aims 
to install the culture of fear and 
intimidation in a Sanctuary peace- 
ful space,” stated Alma, an Arcata 
neighbor originally from Mexico. 
Others shared: “It’s time to 
take concrete actions, to be in 
permanent campaign against ra- 
cial violence, to gather strength 
as individuals and organizations”; 
“We need the support of the com- 
munity in the middle of this vio- 
lent attack. This is racism, I feel 
it personally as a Latinx commu- 
nity member and volunteer of the 
garden”; “This is an open sign of 
racism, in a garden where we gath- 
ered as equals, those who hate 
need to know us and know more of 
our culture, to respect our spaces.”

Wednesday night the Arcata 
City Council passed a “State- 
ment of Unity Against Anti-Se- 
mitic Messages and all Forms 
of Hate Speech,” in which they 
state that “the Arcata City Coun- 
cil and our community soundly 
reject and condemn ANY hate 
filled messages and any infer- 
ence to discrimination of any 
kind to any person or group... 
The Arcata City Council stands 
united in our zero-tolerance po- 
sition against all forms of hate 
speech in our city... The Arcata 
Police Department and Hum- 
boldt County Sheriff recognize 
the impact of hate incidents and 
stands with the council and the 
community united against hate.” 

The Jardin was established in 
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early 2021 as a sanctuary garden 
and a safe space for immigrants. 
Since that time Centro del Pueblo 
staff and volunteers have worked 
tirelessly to transform a neglect- 
ed and under-utilized space to a 
vibrant, beautiful and productive 
garden that provides food and 
connection to nature and commu- 
nity to dozens of local families. 
The love and care they have 
poured into this space is evident 
in every corner of the garden and 
it serves as an inspiration to oth- 
ers for how to care for one an- 
other in community. Those who 
wish to demonstrate meaningful 
solidarity over the longer term 
are invited to volunteer at the 
Jardin on Wednesdays from 3 to 
6 p.m. and Saturdays from 10:

Hateful acts are proven precursors to catastrophe 


a Jew, a woman, LGBTQI+, a 

handicapped person or any of 
the other segments of the popu- 
lace routinely subjected to abuse, 
you likely haven’t internalized 
how different and more difficult it 
is going about everyday life with- 
out privilege.

From  microaggressions to 
murder and everything in be- 
tween including discrimination, 
harassment, vandalism and 
cultural appropriation, all are 
near-daily occurrences. 

Victims and allies are pushing 
back as never before at recent 
provocations, and it’s now or nev- 
er to meet the challenge of rising 
ultra-nationalism. We've seen ex- 
actly where that leads. 

Evidence of the problem is no 
farther than your pleasant Sun- 
set-area driveway, where anti-Se- 
mitic flyers cropped up one recent 
morning. Or the Sanctuary Gar- 
den at 11th and F streets, where 
a beautiful sign was vandalized 
with paint. You owe it to yourself 
to see this thing in person, be- 
cause it shows you how real and 
how local the problem is. 

The confused soul who wrote 
“AMERICA USA” on the sign 
doesn’t understand the first thing 
about America/USA. It isn’t just 
another country with a flag and 
weaponry. America’s premise, 
which it is still trying to fulfill, is to 
serve as a refuge for the oppressed. 

Our differing cultures are to be 
treasured and nurtured, as they 
have deeply enriched the country 
and continue to do so. The self- 
styled patriot who abused the na- 
tion’s name on the sign didn’t pro- 
mote their country, they profaned it. 

If these people really care 
about America, they should want 


I: you aren’t a person of color, 


it to have benefit of all of its peo- 
ple’s contributions. 

While a wrecked sign and some 
downloaded hate flyers might 
seem dismissable, history tells us 
they set the stage for much worse. 

When those forms of hate ar- 
en’t addressed, harassment be- 
comes normalized. It then inten- 
sifies, violence follows, and thence 
ensues officially sanctioned dis- 
crimination and attempts at ex- 
termination. 

Preposterous? It’s happened 
right here, on the very ground we 
walk on every day. Early Hum- 
boldt newspapers were, with no- 
table exceptions, mostly silent 
and even encouraging of the bru- 
tality in the settlement era. 

It’s up to all of us to recognize 
all the corrosive, anti-human 
“isms” when we see them, and 
nonviolently push back with ev- 
erything we have. 

Cultural appropriation 

Cultural appropriation has 
rarely been uglier and more ap- 
palling than the use of the yellow 
Stars of David — the infamous 
Jewish Badge — by anti-vaccina- 
tionists, to liken themselves to 
Holocaust victims. 

While it has become near-man- 
datory to position one’s self as a 
victim these days (see virtually 
any public comment portion of 
City Council meetings for exam- 
ples), there is no equivalency be- 
tween these dizzy dilettantes and 
the millions of historic victims of 
anti-Semitism. 

The “censorship” is really a 
matter of basic ethical standards, 
and a simple one. Responsible 
publications don’t promote con- 
spiracy theories and medical 
misinformation — and that is our 
freedom of speech. 

We well know the lessons of 
false balance and false equiva- 
lence, and don’t intend to repeat 
them. If a publication isn’t going 
to print cigarette ads, why would

it promote lethally misleading 
medical misinformation? It’s not 
like cigarettes can kill you any 
deader than COVID. 

While COVID has been going 
strong for two years — aided and 
abetted by the ignorant unvacci- 
nated — no one has rounded up 
these scientifically illiterate indi- 
viduals and put them in camps. No 
one has stopped anti-vax zealots 
from saying whatever they want in 
public, whether at council meet- 
ings, petitioning on the Plaza or 
before audiences of billions online. 

So why are they whinging on 
about censorship? 

The artificial victimhood, of 
course. It’s almost as though 
there’s a competition to make the 
most outrageous and offensive 
statements, reap the blowback and 
then wail about being shamed.

Biological 
reality doesn’t care about trendy 
conspiracy clubs. Letting the virus 
spread without taking simple, free 
countermeasures is what encour- 
ages the evolution of the variants 
that now literally plague us. 

What these people cannot get 
through their heads is that what 
they call discrimination are sci- 
ence-based measures to protect 
the vulnerable from their way- 
ward mythology. 

And unlike the millions forced 
to wear the star and who wound 
up going up chimneys, no one 
has made these Internet-bedaz- 
zled individuals wear a yellow 
star. Doing so reduces that pow- 
erful symbol of inhumanity to a 
fashion accoutrement with which 
those caught up in conspiracy the- 
ories can impress each other. 

You don’t see anti-vaxxers 
playing dress-up as other of his- 
tory’s genocide victims to signify 
their martyrdom, such as those 
who were killed en masse locally 
or in the racist Old South. Let’s 
imagine how that would go over. 

Why, then, is it permissible to 
culturally appropriate one of the 
Jewish peoples’ most anguish-in- 
ducing symbols, especially when 
there are still Holocaust survivors 
among us? Add those survivors and 
their families to the list of vulnera- 
ble people trampled by vaccine de- 
niers. You can well argue that this 
is casual, flippant anti-Semitism. 
The Ugly ’Murican is no myth. 

As observed earlier, it is up to 
all of us to call out this kind of cul- 
tural vandalism and violence with 
everything we have. The frenzied 
fringers acted provocatively for 
the attention, and here it is. 


Colonizing Arcata 


If you go to a restaurant and order a 
sumptuous but healthful meal of salmon, 
piles of fresh vegetables, rice, and salad, 
enjoyed with a glass of wine and topped 
by a lovely dessert, your net physical and 
spiritual gains will be substantial. The 
restaurant and the local economy will also 
benefit. You will have fed yourself and your 
community in positive ways. 

But if, when you finish that meal, you 
move to another table and order the same 
food, wine, and dessert all over again, and 
consume that as well, you will be sick. The 
restaurant will make more money, but only 
at the expense of the health of its patrons 
and therefore of the entire community. In 
the end it will be a net loss all around. 

The current expansion of Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt is looming as if that second meal. Re- 
cently the state secretly secured rights to 
purchase land that at the time was 
in escrow to the Life Plan Hum- 
boldt retirement community. 
No one knows the state’s inten- 
tion at that sprawling locale — 
which is one of the major issues 
here. No one from the Univer- 
sity has hosted a town hall or 
placed notices in local media or 
even consulted with city officials 
(or so they say) in order to day- 
light the state’s massive expansion plans so 
that people who actually live here will know 
what’s going on. This is called imperialism. 

A glaring example of the state’s disdain 
for the concerns of local people occurred 
simultaneous with the usurpation of the 
retirement community. This involved the 
shafting of neighbors near the Craftsman 
Mall, where Cal Poly Humboldt says it will 
increase student housing density well be- 
yond the 800 beds that had already been 
rejected by the City of Arcata. 

What other lovely surprises does the 
state have in store? 

Many of us live in Arcata in part because 
we appreciate the intellectual, cultural, 
and economic benefits that the university 
brings to our community. I have lectured 
several times at Cal Poly Humboldt, and I 
deeply appreciate the pedagogical give and 
take—the energetic young minds, and the 
professors and staff, who add a vibrancy to 
the entire city. Yet today we’re seeing the 
state university system expanding rapidly 
and forcefully, and with zero engagement 
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from the public. As the state now dons a bib 
for that second meal, it’s easy to see Arcata, 
in 10 years, spending a lot of time on the 
proverbial toilet. 

There’s a lot of shrugging complacency 
over the idea that the City of Arcata has no 
power over the state’s near-authoritarian 
expansion plans in our small community. 
This is a myth. Any state project of sub- 
stance requires legal and environmental re- 
view. A municipality, especially an impact- 
ed city, has significant standing in these 
processes. I expect my city government 
to critically review and comment on state 
projects with the specific intent of protect- 
ing Arcata from the university’s overreach. 

I also expect Arcata officials to share with 
community members any and all informa- 
tion, and communications with and actions 
regarding the Cal 
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Poly expansion. 
And I want city officials to pressure their 
state colleagues to provide full disclosure of 
their plans for our community, and to keep 
us informed in real time. 

There is no doubt that the University’s 
expansion threatens our community with 
several net negatives: gridlock, housing 
crises including astronomical costs, flights 
of longtime local residents, and impacts 
to necessary facilities such as retirement 
communities, emergency medical care, 
firefighting, water and sewer, and the like. 

I expect my city government to take any 
and all action to stop the state for doing 
such irreparable harm. This would include 
litigation. 

I also expect the business community to 
avoid being blinkered by dollar signs. We 
all want Arcata to enjoy a strong local econ- 
omy. Most of us truly appreciate the many 
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benefits that the college currently brings, 
and has always contributed to Arcata. Yet in 
its current expansion, and now with these 
two dramatic salvos that signal future dam- 
ages to Arcata’s quality of life, it becomes 
clear that the state sees Arcata as a colony.

Nordic not so credible 


Your July 21 article on Nordic Aquafarms’ 
leadership change says Nordic has received 
all permits for its Belfast, Maine industrial 
fish farm, but the article fails to mention 
that Nordic’s crucial Maine Department of 
Environmental Protection permit is under 
appeal — and ownership of land that is 

key to Nordic’s Belfast 

project is under court 
appeal. In other words, 
after almost five years 
of chasing its Maine 
project, Nordic is still 
well short of starting 
construction. 

In the July 21 arti- 
cle, incoming Nordic 
CEO Brenda Chandler 
is quoted saying Nordic 
has “worked on some 
very large projects on 
the East Coast.” This is 
simply not true. Nordic 
has worked on only one 
east-coast project, that of 
Belfast, Maine, and that work has not in- 
cluded so much as placing one shovel into 
the ground. Hardly a promising, reassuring 
or impressive record. In fact, it’s a rather 
miserable record, and enough to send any 
wise investor fleeing for the exit. 

In the article Chandler is also quoted 
saying Nordic will continue to pursue its 
East Coast “projects” with an “employee on 
the ground.” One employee? For a project 
of $500 million dollars? In pre-pandem- 
ic dollars? No wonder Nordic is fully four 
years and eight months behind in Maine. 

If your local Board of Supervisor is look- 
ing to Nordic Aquafarms for reassurance of 
Nordic’s true viability and continuity, it is 
looking in the wrong place.

This Easter, the first bouquets of organic 
farm grown flowers were offered for sale from 
my “honesty stand” on Foster Road, Lenore’s 
Garden. Would anyone buy flowers from a 
stand on the road? Would rain and wind ruin 
them? I had stunning Bearded Iris for sale 
and no one else has that, so I gave it a try. 

At first I sold them from buckets, but 
buckets were not pretty and when someone 
paid me extra and took a bucket, I realized 
people wanted water too. Thus, the dol- 
lar store glass vases were a step up. They 
keep me honest too, as you can easily see 
if the water is fresh and stems are freshly 
trimmed. The bouquets in glass vases ( re- 
turnable for credit ) have the price on a tag 
printed with instructions for how to keep 
flowers fresh longer. 

We installed a locked box that I empty 
often and a Venmo account. So it is hard 
to take money, but easy to take flowers. I 
watched as two teens grabbed two small 
jars of flowers and I couldn’t really think 
of anything too horrible about it. My flow- 
ers were irresistible? They wanted to im- 
press someone with a gift? I thanked them 
for buying the flowers while knowing they 
didn’t pay. Maybe they left the little gifts on 
the bench later? 

Now I am in love with flower-loving 
people. People are paying for almost every- 
thing and sometimes leaving gifts or tips or 
thank you notes. It is so successful; Iam in 
awe of folks. 

Most people leave cash in the correct 
amount but once it was $13 and the next 
day $7 totaling the right amount. Someone 
pays with cash and used florists vases and is 
a repeat customer. Yesterday a big polished 
stone and a bent quarter arrived. Also $1.90 
in change so they paid for the vase and 
traded for the flowers? It has made check- 
ing the stand such a treat as I never know 
what I will find. Did the “thanks for shar- 
ing your beautiful flowers” note come with 
the $20 bill? But two vases were gone... so 
was it someone else thanking me instead of 
paying for a vase they took home? I liked 
the note and the mystery. 

I lock my car and I lock my house but my 
HONESTY EXPERIMENT has shown most 
people who love flowers are honest. Thank 
you Arcata !
